She will have 
Diesel auxiliary power and to in- 
| sure the greatest factor of safety 
will be equipped with oversize gear 
throughout. 
The vessel is at Rochester, N. Y., 
at the present time and it will be 
brought to Chicago early next sea­ 
son to be made available to Sea 
! Scouts and leaders throughout the 
entire region, made up of the states 
of Indiana, Illinois, Michigan, and 
Wisconsin. The Regional Sea Scout 
j committee of which E. H. Noyes is 
chairman, has been instrumental 
in the purchase of this ship.
